The revised scales of pay are not in keeping with the 
salaries payable for similar occupations in Hj-derabad, and 
do not meet the minimum essential requirements of ait aver- 
age middle class family, but are considerably harsh and 
harmful to the existing incumbents. The" most iigiy 
features of the re\ised scales are the down-grading of tKe 
salaries and the fixation of meagre-grade increment result- 
ing in reduction of paying having effect on the economic and 
social conditions of the employees. 


This injustice to non-gazetted employees of Hyder- 
abad State wifi result in over-all frustration and degener- 
ation in them; and by this it is feared, that not only the 
standard of Imng of non-gazetted employees and their de- 
pendents will fall down to a certain extent, but the efficiency 
in the administration will also be damaged to a great 
extent’ ”

^ House many a time, the feudal structure in India re- 
presents three types of exploitation— firstly, the land

interest; secondly the debtor interest and thirdly very heavy 
revenue taxation. The first aspect of the matter, we have 
dealt with under the Agricultural Lands and Tenancy 
legislation. The second aspect, vk., the debtor’s interest is 
being dealt with in the present Bill. The Bill is shoitly go- 
ing to find its place on the Statute Book. 

I respectfully wish to point out to the Treasury Benches 
and the House that the object with which we have dealt with 
this particular problem is only half-hearted. There are 
three aspects at which one must look at this problem. 
Firstly, it is necessaiy that long term debts should be liqui- 
dated; secondly, the other debts should be scaled down sub- 
stantially; and thirdly, a sort of mortorium or postponement 
of the actual payment of the remaining debts should be pro- 
vided. These are the three aspects from which any one 
would wish to implement the basic agrarian reforms. 

I have to regretfully state that the first aspect of liqui- 
dating old debts has not been seriously considered by the 
Treasury Benches and whatever plea and whatever date I 
suggested in the House was overlooked and was not accepted. 
It was simply argued that it is not possible to liquidate old 
debts. I have pointed out to the party in power and the 
various oommittees the need to liquidate the old debts. We 
have looked into the matter and oome to the conclusion that 
so far as old debts are concerned, it is not possible for the 
peasant or for the debtor to pay them; and especially when 
we are dealing with agrarian reforms we have to take this 
point into consicteration, namely, that we have to rehabili- 
tate a section of ttie peasantry on land and that if they liave 
to r habilitated they must be given back their land which 
was snatched away from them by the money-leinders. TJnle^ 
we give them land without the payment of heold debts, it will 
not be pc^iWe f<»* the small peasants and the agricultural 
laboiurers to be rehabilitated. Therefore. I have pleaded 
time and again in the Hwjse that the old debts should be 
liquidated; but unfortunately that has not been i^az^ptod. 

The second aspect of scalii^ down the debts was no 
doubt done and I do accept that to a great extent certain 
measure have been introduced — 50 per cent, scaling down 
in respect of debts dating badk to and ^ per seal- 
ing down in regard to 'debts between lf40-4'?. 



Iliese are the three aspects which I hope will be taken 
up. Only part of it has done. At least in future the 
Government wiU pay attention to all these aspects and d'o 
justice to the agriculturists. With these few words I hone 
the Bill will have its passage in the House and it will be; 
beneficial to the agriculturists. If at any time it should be- 
f(niiid that it is more in favour of the creditor rather than 
the debtor which apprehensions we have and which we have 
pointed out, the Government -will not hesitate under the 
proBBare of vested interests to amend the Act accordingly.
